Foreign Minister on U.S. Trip, Rwanda

eration, Mr. Stephen Kalonzo Musyoka, said last night 
that no leader at the United Nations General Assembly 
meeting took [the] Rwandan president seriously when 
he attacked the Kenyan head of state. 


Talking to the press on arrival from the United Nations 
General assembly and several Latin American countries, 
Mr. Musyoka said everybody at the General Assembly 
meeting appreciated the tremendous efforts and sacrifice 
his excellency the president has undertaken in the sub- 
region. The minister expressed surprise at the emphasis 
given to the attack by the local media. 


Mr. Musyoka recalled all manner of assistance given 
to Rwanda during the tragic events last year. The 
minister said at the express bidding of his excellency the 
president, he ordered everything at the Jomo Kenyatta 
International Airport to a standstill and gave priority to 
relief assistance going to Rwanda so as to save lives 
during the genocide. He said the runways at the airport 
were damaged because of the heavy traffic of planes 
ferrying relief to Rwanda from Nairobi. 


The minister said Kenya upholds the principle of 
good neighborliness and non-interference in the internal 
affairs of other countries. He said all that Kenya has 
been trying to do all this time is to assist on a 
humanitarian manner and the government has nothing 
to do with the problems in Rwanda. 
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Mr. Musyoka elaborated that part of the reason why 
the genocide took place in Rwanda was because of 
the killing of the two presidents. The moment the 
people loyal to President Habyarimana learned that their 
president had been killed they revenged. 


On the Rwandan tribunal, Mr. Musyoka said Kenya 
never received a written request to host the tribunal. He 
said this has now become an emotional subject being 
dealt with through the press. 


The minister said there are Rwandan refugees, mainly 
Hutus, in Europe and other parts of the world. He 
said Rwandan vice president and prime minister Paul 
Kagame’s close friends who are next to him in Kigali 
were refugees in Kenya until they took over. The 
minister clarified that Kenya has had Somali refugees 
without regard to which political factions they belong, 
similarly the country is host to refugees from Ethiopia 
and Sudan. 


Mr. Musyoka said it was wrong to say that Kenya was 
hosting Rwandan criminals. People are innocent until 
proved guilty. He called on the tribunal to give the 
government the evidence and the necessary papers for 
action. 


Gunman Shoots, Wounds Nairobi Mayor

Opposition Accuses Ruling Party of Fraud

presidency Sunday accused the ruling party of rigging 
the first multi-party elections in the country’s history.

Mrema, the candidate for the National Convention 
for Construction and Reform (NCCR), said the ruling 
Chama cha Mapinduzi (CCM) party had stuffed ballot 
boxes and provided bribes for counting officers. 


He said opposition parties would meet Sunday night to 
draw up a joint strategy. 


NCCR party officials raised the prospect of street 
demonstrations Monday. 


The government-appointed National Electoral Commis- 
sion earlier extended poll-closing time from 4:00 p.m. 
(1300 GMT) to 8:00 p.m. because many polling stations 
had not received ballot papers, ballot boxes or other sup- 
plies. 


Mrema charged that those problems had occurred only 
in Opposition strongholds. 


The opposition charged that the CCM stole October 
22 elections for the separate presidency of the Indian 
Ocean spice islands of Zanzibar and Pemba, and Mrema 
Charged that "what happened on Zanzibar is being 
repeated here." 


"Many ballot boxes were delivered to polling stations 
with completed ballot papers and lots of money inside 
them,” he said. 


The CCM candidate for the presidency, Benjamin 
Mkapa, told AFP he had been "surprised" by the 
problems at polling stations but had full confidence in 
the integrity of the electoral commission. 


In Dar es Salaam, some voters lined up an hour before 
polling stations were due to open. 


Few police were in evidence in Dar es Salaam, where 
the turn-out appeared to be high, and the voting was 
monitored by observers from the United Nations, the 
Commonwealth, and the Organisation of African Unity. 


They had no immediate comment on the vote-rigging 
Charges in the national elections, but 17 donor countries 
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issued a statement Saturday saying observers had dis- 
covered discrepancies in the compilation of the votes in 
the Zanzibar election and that "a reconciliation of fig-

The second matter is this: We ask our polling station 
Officials, I mean polling station supervisers, assistant 
supervisers, and candidates’ agents to sleep at the 
polling stations for three reasons. First, to help protect 
our equipment. Second, to avert accusations which 
might emerge. And third, the officials concerned will 
be paid tonight. 


Third, the election returning officer of Dar es Salaam 
region, the election supervisers of all the seven con- 
Stituencies are required to meet the national electoral 
commission at its offices tonight at 2130 without fail, 
please. Thank you. 


[Tesha] Perhaps there are fundamental reasons for 
suspending the polls in the constituencies you are 
referring to. 


[Makame] It is true that we have evaluated progress 
throughout the day and found that things were unsat- 
isfactory. In some polling stations the casting of votes 
was delayed, some as late as 1000 and 1100. There are 
other polling stations where, we have heard, no votes 
were Cast because the equipment did not arrive or ar- 
rived but was incomplete. We realize that it is not right 
to deny the citizens opportunities to vote. That is why 
we shall resume even after 2000 today, and as I said, a 
fuller explanation will be issued later. [passage omitted] 


[Tesha] What are these seven constituencies? 


[Makame] The seven constituencies referred to embrace 
all the polling stations of Dar es Salaam, which are 
Ubungo, Kigamboni, Temeke, Ilala, Kawe, Ukonga, 
and Kinondoni. In other words, even the other areas 
you referred to are within these constituencies. [passage

The warrants have been issued after investigations by 
the police’s special investigation task unit, RAPPORT 
said. 


The newspaper also said talks were held wiih President 
Nelson Mandela on Saturday night in the hope he would 
intervene. 


Viljoen Regrets ‘Act of Reprisal’

SAPA — The warrants of arrest issued for Gen Magnus 
Malan, other former heads of the Army and senior offi- 
cers was "almost a national crisis" which the Freedom 
Front would take up with President Nelson Mandela, 
party leader Gen Constand Viljoen said in a statement 
on Sunday [29 October]. 


He said he had on Saturday been in telephonic contact 
with Mandela to discuss the issue. He would seek further 
meetings with Mandela and Justice Minister Dullah 
Omar "to discuss this serious crisis, almost a national 
crisis”. 

Viljoen’s statement followed weekend reports that a 
special task force was standing by last week to execute 
warrants for the arrest of Malan and other former 
Defence Force officers. 
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The warrants were issued on the instructions of 
KwaZulw/Natal Attorney-General Tim McNally fol- 
lowing investigations into third force activities in the 
province. 


Besides Malan, a former defence minister, warrants of 
arrest were reportedly issued for former Army heads 
Gen Jannie Geldenhuys and Gen Kat Liebenberg and 
Admiral Dries Putter, former head of the Navy. A total 
of 11 warrants were issued, including that for Gen 
Tienie Groenewald, of the Freedom Front. 


They were to have appeared in court on Monday, but 
it was only through the intervention of their legal 
representatives that the warrants of arrest were not 
executed. 


It was agreed that the men would appear in court in 
Umbumbulu, KwaZulu/Natal, on Thursday and that bail 
of R10,000 [rands} would not be opposed by the state. 


Viljoen said it was to be regretted that the decision to 
act against former Army generals in this manner was 
seen as an act of reprisal. The timing indicated that 
there was a political motive tied to Wednesday’s local 
election poll. 


"It is a clear indication that the aim and intent within 
the African National Congress despite guarantees in the 
interim Constitution...is to proceed with cases that may 
come before the Truth Commission and which may 
qualify for amnesty." 


The best step to take in the interests of reconciliation 
in such cases was to have them considered by the 
Truth Commission before criminal proceedings were 
instituted. 


Viljoen said he had been given the assurance by 
Groenewald that he knew of no facts that would justify 
the steps taken against him. 


"I therefore stand by him and will appraise myself of 
the facts and the charge sheet as soon as possible." 


He had only recently been given assurances by Mandela 
and Justice Minister Dullah Omar that equal justice 
would be applied to all such cases. 


As so many ANC members, some in Parliament, had 
been given indemnity, he hoped they would not renege 
on their promises. 


‘Repercussions’ Concern De Klerk

Deputy President F W de Klerk on Sunday [29 Octo- 
ber] expressed concern over the envisaged prosecution 
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of former heads of the South African Defence Force, 
including Gen Magnus Malan and other senior officers, 
arising from their alleged involvement in crimes com- 
mitted in 1987. 


In a statement in Pretoria, De Klerk said this develop- 
ment “can obviously have far-reaching repercussions for 
national reconciliation”. 


He said he was shocked to learn on Friday about 
the prosecutions and expressed his confidence in the 
integrity of the prominent individuals involved. 


"Most of them have played a crucial and constructive 
role in the reform process and were indispensable in the 
process of the birth of the new South Africa.” 


His approach to the conflict of the past and the National 
Party's [NP] conditional support for the truth and 
reconciliation process had been based on the principles 
that: 


— in terms of the constitution and at the insistence of 
the NP, there is an absolute -ight to amnesty for all 
actions committed by all sides with a political motive 
before December 6 1993. 


— that the process must lead to genuine national 
reconciliation. The ad hoc prosecution of former leaders 
and commanders who were widely respected by their 
communities may seriously exacerbate divisions in 
South Africa which had only recently begun to heal. 


— the process must be even-handed. There cannot be 
one set of rules for former insurgents and another set 
of rules for members of the former security forces and 
government. 


"In terms of the two indemnity acts the president 
(Nelson Mandela) may grant temporary immunity from 
prosecution, if he is of the opinion that it is necessary 
for the promotion of peaceful constitutional solutions or 
the unhindered and effective administration of justice,” 
De Klerk said. 


"In terms of this procedure the president has already 
granted temporary immunity to 117 members of for- 
mer anti-government forces. Many of them are promi- 
nent African National Congress office-bearers such as 
Deputy President (Thabo) Mbeki, Ministers Joe Modise, 
Pallo Jordan, Sankie Nkondo, Sibusiso Bhengu, Deputy 
Minister Ronnie Kasrils and Jacob Zuma, to name but 
a few.” 


He believed security force members and members 
of political parties or organisations who were being 
charged or investigated were entitled to the same 
treatment as everybody else concerned. 
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"The law as it stands demands even-handed treatment 
of everybody concerned. Yesterday (Saturday) Ministers 
Pik Botha, Roelf Meyer and | accordingly discussed 
this situation with President Mandela, particularly with 
a view to obtaining a decision that this provision 
of temporary immunity shall be made available to 
members of the former dispensation as well. 


"There will be follow-up discussions during the coming 
week. I am not prepared to accept anything but an even- 
handed approach. Selective prosecutions are totally 
unacceptable,” De Klerk said.

The warrants were issued in the magisterial district 
of Umbumbulu in KwaZulu/Natal.

With the four former chiefs of the old South African 
Defense Force are Senator Tienie Groenewald, Freedom 
Front member of Parliament; former chief of military in- 
telligence General Neels van Tonder; Brigadier Cor van 
Niekerk; Colonel Jan van der Merwe; Major Jakes Ja- 
cobs; a Colonel Victor; and Lieutenant Colonel Griesel. 
All of them have been summoned to appear in court. 


It was initially decided that they would all appear 
in court tomorrow. After talks two days ago between 
lawyers and members of Safety and Security Minister 
Sydney Mufamadi’s independent task unit, which is led 
by Brig. Frank Dutton, it was decided that the 11 would 
be ordered to report to the Umbumbulu magistrate’s 
court on Thursday. 


These dramatic legal steps against key officers of the 
former security forces will not only send shockwaves 
through the security community, but could unleash 
serious political storms during the week of the local 
government elections. Talks were held with President 
Nelson Mandela in Pretoria last night in the hope that 
he would intervene. 


The instructions that the 11 were to be prosecuted 
came from KwaZulu Attorney General Tim McNally. 
Brigadier Dutton’s task force in Pretoria was ready 
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make the arrests, but they were postponed after lawyers 
intervened. 


RAPPORT was told that it has been agreed the state 
would not refuse bail. They will most likely all be 
released on a bail of [words indistinct] malicious." He 
told RAPPORT that he had heard that he and others 
would soon be arrested for “certain alleged or so-called 
shocking misdemeanors." 


As of yesterday, he still was not sure what alleged 
crimes he and other members of the former South 
African Defense Force were going to be arrested for. 


"What [words indistinct] only taking place now, during 
the local elections?" 


General Malan is convinced that the action against him 
and other officers is politically inspired. "Why isn’t there 
similar action against the ANC for proven crimes?" 


The ANC is trying to score political points for the local 
elections by acting against him and other people. "It 
creates the impression of a witchhunt designed to shift 
the blame and the guilt that still hangs in the air from 
the ANC’s own actions. 


"Why doesn’t the state act immediately against crimi- 
nal elements in the population and curb crime and vio- 
lence countrywide? This is what all law-abiding South 
Africans are calling for. 


"I am personally of the opinion that this action against 
me is political malice, especially in view of the fact that 
it is taking place on the eve of the Truth Commission. 


"If this is the trend, I shudder to think what the Truth 
Commission is going to come up with. Will it also be 
about baseless and one-sided action?” 


— In January, Gen. Malan told RAPPORT that, as 
defense minister, he had conveyed instructions from the 
former State Security Council to the Defense Force, but 
that these instructions did not include murder. 


— The former Defense Force’s Department of Military 
Intelligence was, during the 1980's, responsible for 
training about 200 Zulus to protect VIP’s. Among these 
VIP’s was Inkatha leader Mangosuthu Buthelezi. At that 
time, he was believed to have been one of the main 
targets of the ANC and had to be protected.

— former Natal Command intelligence officer Lt-Col 
Johannes Victor; 


— and former special operations instructor Maj Jakes

Mufamadi said the timing of his announcement had 
nothing to do with next week’s local government 
elections. He said he had initially aimed to hold back 
the announcement until police and the suspects’ lawyers 
had agreed on a court date. 


Speculation about the case in Sunday newspapers had 
compelled him to make the facts available, Mufamadi 
said. 


Asked if the matter was not one for the Truth and Rec- 
onciliation Commission, Mufamadi said police could 
not wait simply because a case was likely to come be- 
fore the commission. "People are dying in KwaZulu/Na- 
tal today. The police would be irresponsible to sit back 
and say: the Truth Commission is coming, let people 
continue to die.” 


More than 10,000 people had died in politically moti- 
vated violence in KwaZulu/Natal since the mid-1980s. 
"One of the contributing factors is the culture of 
impunity, which has taken root in that province," 
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Mufamadi said. "People knew they could go on with 
these killings without getting arrested. This has to come 
to an end.” 


A possible rightwing backlash because the suspects 
were senior former members of the security establish- 
ment could not be a factor in police investigations. "I 
don’t think we should allow ourselves to be held hostage 
to that kind of thing,” he said. "This country would be- 
come something akin to Rwanda and Burundi if we do 
that.”

Assistant General Secretary of the IFP, and of course, 
Brigadier John More, Colonel Louis Botha, and others. 


[Burdette] So we can’t expect any more arrest after this, 
on this issue? 


(Mufamadi] Well, the investigations are ongoing, and 
it’s difficult for anybody to say we can’t expect more 
arrests. 


[Burdette] Did the ANC pressure the attorney general in 
KwaZulu/Natal to issue the warrants for these arrests? 


(Mufamadi] Well, the investigations were conducted by 
a police team, Special Investigation Task Unit, headed 
by Colonel Frank Dutton. You will notice that in the 
Statements that the Attorney General, Mr. Tim McNally, 
issued, he said that originally he intended to use these 
men as witnesses, but in due course he realized that 
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there was enough evidence against them to warrant 
prosecution. 


[Burdette] Isn’t this procedure encroaching on the work 
of the Truth Commission? Surely these people are 
exactly the kind of candidates who will be eligible for 
amnesty under the Truth Commission laws? 


(Mufamadi] Well, you see, the police, as I said, are in- 
vestigating allegations of the existence of hit squads 
in the KwaZulu/Natal province, and, in my opinion, 
they’ve been doing a very good job.

{[FBIS Translated Text] The elections next Wednesday 
are intended to wrap up ‘he process of democratization, 
which started with the general elections last year. 
Millions of voters are going to choose representatives 
who must make decisions at the level at which all good 
government begins: at home. 


Council members are involved in determining how 
roads and streets are maintained, how garbage is be 
removed, how water and power will reach homes, how 
safe and neat residential areas are, and, last but not 
least, service fees and how they are collected. Council 
members will largely determine how peaceful it will be 
in residential areas and communities, and thus in the 
country as whole. 


Voters are legitimately insisting that the services for 
which they are paying dearly for are delivered in a 
responsible and fair manner. 


Unfortunately, this cannot be settled by simply marking 
a ballot in a South Africa-in-transition.

In large parts of KwaZulu/Natal, for instance, no voting 
will take place this week. There the fuse of unsolved 
problems burns dangerously. Recently, the National 
Party and the Inkatha Freedom Party [IFP] held a bush 
summit to try and reach an agreement on a strategy for 
the province's constitutional future. 
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The {FP is still waiting for the promised international 
mediation. Meanwhile, it is planning to go to the Con- 
Stitutional Court to seek a ruling on what it consicers 
interference in its provincial powers. 


The issue of schools, one of the most emotional and 
practical aspects of any local or cultural community, 
is becoming more and more controversial. There were 
rumblings this week about Afrikaans schools, which 
want to merge in order to maintain their cultural 
character. A National Party spokesman advised parents 
to resort to the Constitutional Court. 


The dispute in the Western Cape, where the central gov- 
ernment has interfered in the demarcation of provincial 
boundaries, will be heard by the Electoral Court — since 
the parties have already been to the Constitutionai Court. 


The increasing storm over the granting of amnesty to 
those who committed political crimes before last year's 
election and the current prosecution of former security 
force members will also not be left to rest at the local 
level. Families, neighbors, and communities will be 
affected, as well. 


These are highly explosive issues that still have to find 
their way to the courts. 


But a society with a deeply rooted consensus does 
noi need to keep turning to the courts.

To achieve this, the restless ghosts that have not been 
laid to rest through negotiations must be looked bravely 
and squarely in the eyes and exorcised.

If the new local governments can succeed in at least 
bringing these ghosts under control, democracy will 
indeed be implemented at the local level.

On October 20 police reportedly got documents from 
Central Intelligence Services which detailed the alleged 
plot to blow up Phosa’s vehicle. 


Phosa has voiced his displeasure at a national police in- 
vestigation into allegations made by confessed assassin 
Jerry Lukhele, who survived an alleged poisoning at- 
tempt two weeks ago. 


Lukhele claims senior provincial policemen employed 
and trained him to kill both Phosa and Mpumalanga 
safety and security MEC [Member of the Executive 
Council] Steve Mabona. 


"Those accused by Lukhele immeaiately denied ever 
knowing him and said he was mentally unstable — mad 
— but within hours of the charges being made we found 
out he had in fact been employed as a police informer 
by at least eight local police stations,” Phosa said. 


Lukhele, found by the courts to be of sound mind, has 
been jailed for a series of murders he confessed to. He 
was also charged with perjury. After the attempt on his 
life, Lukhele was transferred from the Piet Retief prison 
to more secure cells at Barberton maximum security 
prison. 


Phosa, who was previously an African National Con-

Touching on the difficult cohabitation between local and 
non-native inhabitants in the west, there has been a 
need for stringent measures to be adopted to halt the 
exodus of non-native inhabitants. This, indeed, explains 
the presence of Lassana Timite’s troops in the west. 


According to reliable sources, right after the elections, 
the government reportedly plans to accuse Laurent 
Gbagbo as the instigator of the "clashes" between the 
Baoule and Bete tribal groups. Already, the international 
press is happily giving wide coverage to these incidents. 
The government is said to have surrep. .iously released 
photographs of the "wounded and the dead" to portray 
the Ivorian Popular front as a heinous party.

Robert Guei has been relieved of his post under the 
pretext that he was preparing a coup d’etat. According 
to the daily "LE POPULAIRE," it was Colonel Lath 
who cooked up the whole affair. 


In a trial of the dismissal of Robert Guei, who was given 
a hurriedly-created but well-tailored civic service min- 
isterial portfolio, several soldiers suspected of "being 
implicated in the plot" are being subjected to various 
harassments. The latest purge is reported to have taken 
place within the Republican Guard [RG], based near 
the Treichville market. RG Message No.1972/GR/RM, 
issued on 25 October, announced that three senior mil- 
itary officers have been relieved of their present posts. 


At the insistance of Colonel Joseph Konan, who origi- 
nates from Dimbokro and who is said to be the child- 
hood friend of the current president-by-fraud. Lieutenant 
Colonel Auguste Tiemoko, commander of the RG, and 
his deputy Kodoumba Dosso, who are in charge of the 
Republican Guard based in Treichville, as well as Ma- 
jor Kanon Depeu, the RG’s administrative officer, have 
been transferred to other units. 


According to some sources, their transfer is connected 
with the fact that they are suspected to be symp..hetic 
to Robert Guei. It is highly regrettable to note that Lt. 
Col. Auguste Tiemoko is a Yacouba, which reportedly 
makes him a suspect since he is close to the former 
Army boss. Similarly, Kokoumba Dosso, a "Dioula" is 
said to be a friend of Gen. Robert Guei. Just like the new 
minister of civic service, Maj. Kanon Depeu, a Bete, is 
said to originate from the west. 


It must be recalled that the new chief of general staff, 
Lassana Timite, who is married to the daughter of 
Konan Kanga — and this could explain his action — 
has reportedly endorsed the decision for the transfer. At 
the same time, Lassana Timite has closed one eye on 
the current harassments to which Colonel Michel Geue, 
3d Battalion commander, and Colonel Kesse, Armored 
Battalion commander, are being subjected. 


The above-named officers, as well as others whose 
names have not been disclosed, are reportedly banned 
from going to their work places and have been placed 
under disguised house arrest. According to a close 
associate, they are sent everyday to an office in Gallieni 
Military Camp where they do nothing. 


For their parts, Major Pierre Oualata Gahoudi and Col. 
Michel Geue’s deputy have simply been arrested. This 
Creeping tension within the Army, no doubt, explains 
the hardly discreet military presence in the streets of 
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Abidjan. There are reports that tanks have come out of 
the Akouedo Military Camp."

Situation at Gagnoa where there is an exodus of people. 
After the 22 October presidential election, thousands of 
them have been fleeing from their hamlets to the town. 
Members of the National Armed Forces were dispatched 
to Gagnoa to protect the displaced persons. Here is Ilia 
Gueu: 


[Begin recording] [Gueu] Nonindigenous, displaced 
persons, refugees — These are some of the terms 
each one tries to use in describing these thousands of 
Ivorians who have taken refuge here at the Gagnoa 
Advanced Teachers’ Training College [CAFOB]. They 
are Ivorians, all Baoules originating from central Cote 
d'Ivoire. They number more than 3,000, all driven out 
of their hamlets, which in turn number <cveral dozens 
and are spread over the subprefectures vi Guiberoua, 
Quaragahio, and Gagnoa in particular. How did it all 


happen? 


(Unidentified male in Baoule, fading into French trans- 
lation] We went to the hamlet and saw some Betes com- 
ing toward us. When they arrived at the hamlet, one of 
them shot at a young man with his gun. We were help- 
less. The Baoules then agreed to leave the hamlet. We 
collected our belongings and came to report the matter 
at Gagnoa. Soldiers went to the area and told the re- 
maining Baoules to leave, which they did, and came to 
Gagnoa where they have been put up at CAFOB. The 
smallest child can confirm what I am saying. Our neigh- 
bors are Mossis (Burkinabe ethnic group] and when they 
appeared on the scene, we heard the Betes shouting: As 
for you, the matter does not concern you. 


[Gueu] Democrats took action. The Republican Front 
expressed satisfaction for a job well done. The watch- 
word of the all-out boycott of the election had a hidden 
meaning Ivorians were not aware of. But history will 
remember that Ivorians — who claim to be speaking 
on behalf of Ivorians on Ivorian soil, have killed and 
driven out other Ivorians who became refugees in their 
own country, leaving in their settlements the products 
of their toil. 


[Gnale Yao] I am the director of the CAFOB. I am 
currently in charge of the camp and we have been 
here since 24 October. On 20 October, they told us 
that people will begin coming here. At the beginning, 
they were settled at the Gendarmerie, then at the police 
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station. And when the two premises were full, we were 
asked to convey people to the CAFOB premises. That is 
what we have been doing since 24 October. And up to 
today, we have been managing things one day at a time. 
Today, the refugees number 3,015 people after a head 
count. But I should say that trucks continue to arrive and 
the number I am giving now will increase very soon. 


[Gueu] Can you tell us from how many villages these 
people are coming from? 


[Gnale Yao] There are several villages, several settle- 
ments. I cannot give an exact figure but I am sure we 
hsve people from several dozens settlements. What is 
important is that the settlements which are represented 
here are those of Gagnoa central subprefecture and Gag- 
noa Commune. 


[Gueu] Are some of these villages part of the Gagnoa 
Commune? 


[Gnale Yao} Yes. There are villages in both the Gagnoa 
Commune and the central subprefecture. Right now, 
those living in Guiberoua and Ouragahio are not in this 
center. The people here are exclusively from the central 
subprefecture and the Gagnoa Commune. 


[Gueu] How are the refugees being fed? Where is the 
food coming from? 


[Gnale Yao] Up to now, we are receiving donations 
from people of goodwill. From individuals or organized 
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communities. We distribute the donations within groups 
or families or settlements. We bought pans and other 
utensils and women are cooking the food right here. 
The food is essentially composed of rice, cooking oil, 
tomatoes and sometimes fish when available. External 
aid began coming in this morning. We received 10 tons 
of rice which we have not yet been distributed. 


(Gueu) Maurice Guikahue, the minister of public health 
and social affairs, whom we met in Ouragahio, sent 
a medical team on 24 October to assess the situation 
and prevent a possible epidemic breakout. Systematic 
vaccination sessions were organized. 


(Unidentified medical team member] We are vaccinat- 
ing people against measles. And in this kind of situation, 
people should be vaccinated against measles because 
measles epidemucs are very frequent in refugee camps. 
We vaccinated children from 0 to 11 months and then 
we will continue with children from 11 months to 15 
years. Adults are being vaccinated against tetanus. 


[Gueu] For the time being, we have more than 3,000 
refugees who are without blankets, exposed to all 
dangers and who are wondering when they will leave 
these camps. But where to go? Our home village is 
flooded by water from hydroelectric dams. What have 
become of our relatives? Those who could not leave as 
quickly as we did? When will this nightmare end? [end
